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1r  Courfe  being  of  a  different  Nature 
from  thofe  commonly  given,  I’m  oblig’d 
to  fay  fomething  by  Way  of  Preface  to 
the  SyUal^us  which  I  now  publilh,  in  order  to  ex¬ 
plain  the  Defign  of  it  a  little  more  clearly,  than, 
perhaps,  could  be  gather’d  from  the  bare  reading  J 
of  it,  efpecially  by  fuch  as  are  unacquainted  with 
thefe  Matters,  whom  neverthelefs  it  chiefly  con¬ 
cerns  to  be  fully  inform’d  about  it. 

It’s  entirely  calculated  for  the  Students  of 
Surgery ;  and  the  main  Defign  of  it,  is  to  fliew 
them  a  fhorter  and  more  direft  Way  of  acquiring 
that  excellent  ^nd  ufeful  Art,  than  any  has  hi¬ 
therto  been  propos’d. 

In  order  to  which,  I  have  divided  it  into  three 
Parts,  as  in  the  Title. 

I,  Of

I.  Of  Anatomy. 

That  the  Knowledge  of  the  Parts  on  whrh 
we  are  to  work  is  abfolutely  neceffary  to  be  well 
underftood  by  Surgeons,  yea,  that  a  Man  cannot 
dcferve  that.  Name . while-  ignorant  of  them,  is  too 
evident  to  need  to  be  prov’d.  ' 

I  fhall  confine  my  felf  to  the  Demonftration 
and  Defcription  of  thofe  Parts  only  that  will  affill 
us  to  underftand  a  .Cafe,  or  make  an  Operation ; 
which  Parts  I  diftinguifti  by  the  Name  of  Ana. 
tomia  Chi/  urgo  neceffaria. 

1.  Because  thefe  being  perfeflly  known, 
they. not  only  m^e  a  Man  a  competent  Judge 
when  and  where  an  Operation  may  be  fafely  made, 
but  alfo  enable  him  to  go  about  it  with  all  ima¬ 
ginable  Grace  and  Refolution  ;  whereas  when  ig¬ 
norant  of  them,  he’s  fearful  fometimes  where 
there’s  no  Danger  at  all,  and  at  other  times  bold 
in  really  hazardous  Cafes,  as  daily  Experience 
ftiews. 

2.  Because  they  are  foon  acquir’d,  and  ea- 
fily  retain’d  ;  whereas  the  long  tedious  Courfes 
commonly  propos’d,  require  more  Time,  Labour, 
and  Expences,  (before  ever  they  can  make  any 
tolerable  Progrefs)  than  one  in  twenty  can  afford.

After  the  Demonftrations,  I  fiiall  always  ex¬ 
plain  how  and  in  what  Cafes,  i.  e.  Difeafes,  the 
Knowledge  of  each  Part  will  be  ferviceable  to  us 
in  our  Pra61ice,  and  that  I  call  their  Pra5ticaWjes  ; 
which  are  of  much  greater  Importance  to  be  well 
underftood,  than  their  Natural  Ufes,  which  are 
commonly  io  much  inlifted  on. 

The  natural  Strufture  and  Situation  of  the' 
Parts,  is  not  of  more  Confequence  to  be  well  un¬ 
derftood,  than  tbeir  preternatural  Stru£lure,  i.  e. 
bow  and  after  what  Manner  they  are  affected, 
E.  G.  in  a  Hernia,  &c.  the  firft  of  which  is  to  be 
learn’d  by  dilTefling  of  found,  the  fecond  by  dif¬ 
fering  of  morbid  Bodies. 

You  may  obferve  through*  the  whole  Syllabus, 
that  there  are  a  great  inany  very  remarkable  Parts 
left  out  in  it,  which  are  always  taken  Notice  of  in 
other  Syllabus’s,  E.  G.  the  Or  Sphenoides,  Mufculi  in- 
terfpinales,  Deprejjfores  Cojiarum,  &c.  All  the  Parts 
of  the  Brain,  QlanduU  Renales,  Stc.  the  Reafon  of 
which  is,  becaufe  their  praftical  Ufes  are  not  yet 
known.

capable  to  diftinguifh  judicioufly  between  the  dif-- 
ferent  Methods  propos’d  by  Authors. 

I N  order  thereunto,  I  lhall  firft  fhew  what’s  to 
be  obierv’d  about  Inftruments  and  Operations  in 
gej^ral ;  then,  before  each  Operation,  defcribe  the 
Inmuraents  that  either  have  been,  are,  or  ought 
to  be  ufed  in  performing  it ;  and  for  their  fake, 
whofe  Memories  or  Attention  may  have  fail’d 
them,  recapitulate  the  Anatomical  Strudlure  of 
the  Parts  concern’d,  that  they  may  the  better  ap¬ 
prehend  their  Praftical  Ufes.

A  F  T  E  R  the  Operation,  I  lhall  demonftrate  and 
defcribe  the  Dreftings,  and  the  Method  of  apply¬ 
ing  of  them  ;  then  give  a  Ihort  Account  of  what’s- 
moft  material  to  be  obferv’d  in  the  Cure. 

Some  are  apt  to  fancy,  that  the  feeing  Ope¬ 
rations  made  on  dead  Bodies  is  of  little  if  any  Ufe. 
I  own,  that  the  bleeding,  crying,  and  ftruggling 
of  the  Patients,  and  preternatural  Struffure  of  the 
Parts  in  feme  Cafes,  arc  wanting  here  :  But  then 

Operations  on  dead  Bodies  have  all  the  other  Ad¬ 
vantages

vantages  whicla  thofe  on  living  ones  have^  and  be- 
fidfis,  a  great  many  peculiar  to  themfelves,  which 
will  more  than  compenfate  the  Defefts  above- 
mention’d  :  For  firft,  the  Inftruments  ufed.  Me¬ 
thod  of  uling  them.  Application  of  the  Drellings, 
^c.  are  the  fame  in  both.  The  various  Inftru¬ 
ments,  Methods  of  Operating,  Drefling,  ^c.  that 
have  been,  are,  or  ought  to  be  ufed,  are  defcrib’d 
and  demonftrated  j  Doubts  and  Objedlions  are  an- 
fwer’d,  and  Inftru£lions  and  Direftions  given  at 
full  Leifure  j  for  all  which  there’s  no  Time  can 
be  allow’d  when  we  operate  on  living  Bodies. 
Laftly,  the  Method  of  making  all  the  Operations 
now  p.ra61:is’d,  are  laid  before  us  in  one  View, 
(which  not  one  in  a  hundred  have  ever  the  Oppor¬ 
tunity  of  feeing  made  on  living  Bodies  j  which 
gives  us  fuch  clear  and  diftindl  Ideas  of  the  whole, 
as  could  never  be  acquir’d  by  Reading,  or  any  o- 
ther  Way  imaginable. 

I  have  through  the  whole  taken  the  Liberty  to 
point  out  the  Defefls  of  the  Inftruments,  Methods 
of  Operating,  Dreffing,,  isfc,  hitherto  propos’d, 
(wherever  I  find  Occafion)  without  any  Regard 
to  the  Authority,  either  of  the  Author  or  Prafili- 
fers  of  them ;  becaufe  true  Surgery  being  founded 
on  Reafon,  and  the  unalterable  Nature  of  Things, 
no  Man,  nor  no  Body  of  Men,  have  any  Right

Methods- bf  rnaliing  Operati¬ 
ons  upon  uSj  wnen  if  can  be  made'  appear  frbni

Cuftom  in  Things  that  are  perform’d  by  Art, 
ought  hot  to  have  any  Sway,  Authority,-  or 
Place,  contrary  to  Reafon,  as  they  often  have 
in  civil  Affairs ;  wherefore  let  no  Man  fay  un¬ 
to  us,  that  fuch  a  Thing  muft  be  right,  becaufo 
fuch  a  Man  fays  or  does  fo.
